CONSTABLES AUE PUBLIC OFFICERS. 

It is objected by those who profess 
to believe that the confirmation of the 
constables in their rigts will benefit 
the Liberal members, that the proposal 
to do this would never have been .made 
had not the matter been so vitally im¬ 
portant to the Government; but it 
must be remembered that the question 
would most certainly not have been 
raised at all had not the vote been so 
very close in many constituencies, that 
the Consoruatives believe that they 
^ould make an advantage by raising 
this new and altogether unexpected 
point. To the keen legal mind there 
may be a distinction between returning 
officers and poll clerks who are speci¬ 
ally qualified and constables, who&e 
right until now has been just as gener¬ 
ally allowed ; but to the ordinary citi¬ 
zen who views matters from the com¬ 
mon sense standpoint of equity and 
accepted usage, they are all in the 
same class and should he subject to 
the same regulations. It is claimed 
that constables are often the nominees 
of the Government candidate, but not 
one whit more so than are the return¬ 
ing officers and poll clorke. 

A PRECEDENT. 

The only precedent that can iu any 
way assist in reaching a conclusion, 
is that which occurred in 1887 when 
tho same question aroso in the Dom¬ 
inion House, and Sir John Macdonald 
introduced a bill specially qualifying 
election constables, not because they 
had not the right before, but because 
the doubt had been raised and it was 
desirable to set it definitely at rest. 
Had there been a doubt no one will 
suppose that the measure would have 
escaped criticism, but so generally was 
the principle recognized that the bill 
was unanimously adopted and almost 


JI1NE8 IN A HARBOR. 


TWO KINDS, OBSERVATION AND ELEC¬ 
TRO CONTACT, ARE USED. 


The Way In Which They Arc Floated and 

Method* by Which They An Exploded. 

Um>« of the Signal and the Firing Elec¬ 
trical Current. 

In fortifying a harbor against attack by 
an enemy’s flout the British engineers 
would ua* today submarine mines of two 
general classes—tho “observation” and 
the “electro contact. ” The observation 
mine, so called became Us action is direct¬ 
ed by an observer or ojmrator stationed on 
shore, Is a convex ended cylinder uf Staf¬ 
fordshire pinto throo-slxteenth# of an 
inch in thickness, measuring 84 lnchos In 
depth and about 82 inches In dflUuetar. 
Within tho cylinder and surrounded by 
air chamber Is a core, composed of 83 sep¬ 
arate copper cases, containing In all 000 
pounds of wet gun cotton. Tho central 
case of tho 83 Is arranged to twelve, the 
“pr I inert In,” a llttlo box holding two det¬ 
onators, or fuses, imbedded In dry gun 
cotton, from which electric wires pass to 
the insulator at tho mouth of tho mine. 

For harbor defense tho engineers would 
lay observation mines In groups of at least 
six, placed In a mathematically straight 
line at Intervals of 180feet, and preferably 
in alsmt 60 feet of water. One main elec¬ 
tric rnfyle, starting from tho operator’s 
station on shore, would confleet with and 
govern each mijio of the six, reaching It 
by a fork or brene^rumalng to its Insu¬ 
lator. This main cable would bo close to 
the harbor lied, hut the mines themselves, 
whoso buoyancy is considerable, would 
flont 12 feet or more above, each anchored 
by a stout stool wire mooring ropo to a 
wrought Iron sinker of 600 pounds weight, 
disk shaped, with n concavo lower surface 
to give tho additional hold of suction. Aft 
aliout 00 foot from tho outer ond lnuor 
ends of tho mine lino mark buoys would 
bo sot to guide tho cyo of tho shore ojier-. 
ator, while various other buoys would be* 
scattered around tho field in order to mys¬ 
tify tho enemy. 

For tho ojierator’g station tho two groat 
requirements are a clear swoop of vision 
over tho minefields and invisibility. A 
llttlo cave dug in a hillside or embunk- 
ment and disguised with bushes, vines or 
whatever is tho common follago of the 
sjKjt Is tho.Ideal arrangement, but If neces¬ 
sity forces the selection of flat and Imrren 
ground a hut may l>o rendered inconspicu¬ 
ous by n coat of paint of the color of the 
earth about it. Hero tho observer sits, his 
glass tralnAl on tho two rougo buoys of 
his special group of mines and his battery 
and firing key within easy reach. As the 
enemy’s ship or ships cross his sight line 
he presses tho koy, and in nn almost incal¬ 
culably smnll fraction of a second tho 
whole group of mines Is exploded. Tho 
fatal urea of each individual mine of the 
'“observation” typo covers a clrclo 00 feet 
In diameter. Reckoning with tho breadth 
of boai n of th e averngo worship as a factor, 
it thencenppenrs that tho scries 6f*lx will 
clear a channel ubout 720 feet Irroad of 
any vessels unfortunate enough to bo there. 

Tho “electro contact” differs from tho 
observation iulnc iu that it is meant toex- 
plodo on actual contact with tho ship’s 
bottom, not at somo distance beneath. It 
is used In deeper water than is tho other 
variety and is fitted with a much higher 
charge, since 76 pounds of gun cotton de¬ 
tonated against tho hull of tho strongest 
Vessel built Is quite sufficient to disable If 
not to destroy her. This mine, like the 
species previously described, is contained 
in a convex ended iron cylinder, its charge, 
us In the former ease, packed in a nest of 
copper boxes, tho ceiiftral box holding the 
primer tin with lts/two detonators and 
their eleetro wire connection.

OUU OTTAWA LETTER. 


Ottawa, July lbth, 1898.--A11 cur¬ 
rent topics, political, social, and other¬ 
wise are overshadowed this wOek by 
the sudden calling together of 'the 
Local Legislature to meet early next 
month, in the exceptional, and in¬ 
deed unprecedented circumstances under 
which the House is summoned, it is 
not surprising if the premier’s action 
in seeking the advice of Parliament on 
matters that have very unexpectedly 
arisen, should be warmly criticised. 

While three or four specific subjects 
are mentioned by Mr. Hardy in his 
memorandum, as necessary for the 
House to deal with, the one question 
which will overshadow everything else 
in public interest is- whether special 
constables, appointed for duty at the 
polling booths on election day, are 
qualified to vote at the said election. 
Owing to the very close vote in a num¬ 
ber of constituencies at the general 
election Ust March, a decision on the 
point may materially affect the com¬ 
plexion of the new House, and it is 
therefore almost impossible to secure a 
calm, unbiased consideration of the 
case upon its merits, press and people 
alike dissussing it from the stand 
point of their own political leaning. 
As a matter of fact, however, there 
should be no political side to the mat¬ 
ter ; is i6 simply a question of the 
right of u public servant to exercise 
his franchise. The election law pro¬ 
perly provides that no person who is 
employed for pay or promise of reward 
iu connection with an election 'Ey the 
candidate, "or by any other person 
whomsoever” should be entitled to 
vote, but makes specific exception in 
favor of returning officers Tfcnd poll 
clerics, who are public officials. While 
it is perfectly true that constables are 
not spocfally included in that excep- 
tlon, their right has never before been

Mr. Dalton McCarthy, Senator -Mills- 
now Minister of Justice, Sir. J. D. 
Edgar, and other recognized authori¬ 
ty on both sides endorsed tho principle 
of the Bill, and the case is absolutely 
on a parity with the present. 

The only objeetton to the proposal 
that the Legislature shall deal with 
this question, that deserves serious 
consideration, is that the matter is 
already before the courts, but as the 
Attorney-General points out in his 
memorandum, it is an impossibility 
for the courts to deal with it before 
the Houst must, by law. be convened: 
and if this question is left that long 
| in abeyance, the session would of 
necessity be held with many constitu¬ 
encies unrepresented. There is no pro¬ 
posal to pass new legislation or to 
deprive any of their rights, but simply 
to confirm and make definite a principle 
which was most evidently the inten¬ 
tion of tho legislature and a practice 
tha( h as for thirty years been carried 
out without question. 

MU. OUILVIE’s APPOINTMENT. 

The appointment of Wm. Ogilvie in 
succession to Major Walsh as head of 
the Yukon administration has been 
received with an unbroken chorus of 
approval throught the country. Home 
there are who Endeavor to minimise 
the effect of so excellent a selection by 
impugning the motives of the Govern¬ 
ment and declaring that tho appoint¬ 
ment was forced by the alloged wrong 
doings of subordinate officials. ‘As it 
happens Mr. Ogilvie was chosen some 
time before any of these stories weie 
put into circulation, and how mdeh or 
how little weight they have had with 
tlio Government may be judged from 
the fact that prominent among the 
new administrator’s advisers is one 
man at least who was singled out 
for attack by the Inventors of the 
aforesaid stories. This reorganization 
has evidently been conducted on ex¬ 
actly the same lines as previous acts 
of the Government in the same connec¬ 
tion, namely, the selection of the best 
available men for the work to bo in¬ 
trusted to them. 

JIR1TIS1I COLUMBIA IN LINE. 

The result of the local elections in 
British Columbia has made it unani¬ 
mous. For the first time since Con¬ 
federation, the ediire country from 
ocean to ocean is in the hands of the 
followers of sound, economic, progres¬ 
sive government. While old line 
politics are not closely followed in the 
pacific Province, still the men who 
will now be intrusted with the guid¬ 
ance of its affairs may be relied upon 
to follow more closely than did their 
predecessors the inherent principles of 
present day Liberalism.

FIRST SOUTHERN TORPEDO. 


Used In the Janies River After the right 
at Seven Fines. 

Tho story of tho first torpedo which was 
invented and used by General Gabriel 
Bains during tho war with tho Seminole 
Indians, April, 1840, ended in tho fighting 
of 10 soldiers, who had gono with Captain 
Rains to Investigate tho causo of ,tho ex¬ 
plosion, with some 100 or inoro Indians, 
and among tho casualties tho wounding 
of tho captain and his being tarried to 
Fort King In tho arms of his rfiMi. An¬ 
other and second torpedo had been previ¬ 
ously placed at the post by him, and soon 
after the fight 1,000 or more troop* were 
collected there, and It became such a dread 
to tho whole army thnfc a soldh*f guard 
was put over it until Captain Rains was 
ablo to go and take It up. 

“Suppose,” said ouo officer to another 
high In rank, "that tho captain had died 
of his wound. What would you hnve 
done?" "I thought," said tho second offi¬ 
cer, “of firing at It with a 0 pounder at a 
safo distance and thus knocking It to 
pieces." 

Tho occasion of his first submarine tor¬ 
pedo was as follows: Soon after the battle 
of Seven Pines General Lee, commanding, 
sent for General Rains and said to him:* 
“ The enemy have upward of 100 vessels 
In the James river, and wo think that they 
are about making an advance that way 
upon Richmond, and If there Is a man in 
the whole Southern Confederacy that can 
stop them you are that man. Will you 
undertake it?" 

"I will try," was tho answer, and, ob¬ 
serving thut ironclads wore Invulnerable 
to cannon of all caliber used and were 
really masters of rivers and harbors, it re¬ 
quired subnmrlno inventions to checkmate 
and conquer them, so an order was Issued 
forthwith putting General Gabriol Rains 
In chargo of subinarlno defenses, and on 
James river .bank, opposite to Drury's 
Bluff, his first suAguarino torpedo was 
made, tho primogenitor and precursor of 
all such inventions, now world renowned, 
as clvilizod nations have' each a torpedo 
corps.—Augusta (Go.) Chronicle.

FINDING THE KANtfE. 

HOW BIG COAST DEFENSE GUNS ARE 
ACCURATELY AljfED. 

The If may Mathematic*! Problems I o vole- 
- ed and the Great Rapidity With Whloh 

They Mast Be Salved In Loeattng the 

Moving Target. 

A reporter tor the Hoston Herald gives , 
this lntcrosttog account of a talk wltfeono 
of tho regular army officers o^fort Ham¬ 
ilton, In Boston harbor: 

“In the (lays of the civil wrtr ranges 
wero so very short that ths gunner hod no | 
difficulty In seeing his target and laying 
his gun directly upon it. Wind and sjmmxI 
of target out no figure liecauso tho projeet- 
llo had such a short distance to puss over 
that neither hod enough time to act to 
make any appreciable difference, Hut 
now when firing at a target oight ltillos 
away nil of these things mnko themselves 
felt. There is,tho rifling in tho boro, 
whloh gives tho projectile the rotation 
necessary to keep it from tumbling and 
which will In our servioo carry tho pro¬ 
jectile to the right. Then the direction 
and foroe of tho wind, the direction and 
Sliced of target, tho temperature and bar¬ 
ometric pressure of tho air, which affoct 
tho resistance of tho air to pussage of tho 
projectile, tho kind of powder and weight 
of projectile. All theso things have to lie 
taken into oooount, and they oach vary 
under all sorts of conditions, so that they 
can only lie flgtmSl out for oach particular 
•hot at tho tlmo the gun Is fired. 

“Most of this Information must bo 
worked out from data obtained from fir¬ 
ing tests and must bo thoroughly asslml- 
lat«xl by tho export artillerist. Then by 
taking observation* at tho tlmo of firing 
data are obtained from which results oan 
bo computed. 

"Tho most Important part of tho opera¬ 
tion Is of course to locate tho target. Tho 
invention which 1ms enabled us to do this 
is something wholly American—a develop¬ 
ment of our regular army. This Invention 
Is tho rango flmlor. It looks a simple af¬ 
fair—a tall modern tower, with a sub¬ 
stantial foundation, built on a command¬ 
ing height and connected with the guns, 
perhaps half a mile distant, by telephono. 
At tho top Is a largo telescope, adjusted on 
a polished steel circular table. A dial on 
tho tclescopo framo Is cogged with tho 
edgo of tho circular tablo and gives at any 
Instant the diroct rending in azimuth. 
Another dial Is so arranged that elevation 
or depression of tho tcfescojK) gives Its 
Indicator a corresponding movement. This 
is llko tho ordinary transit fitted to read 
vertical nnglos, but In this caso instead 
of reading angles of depression distances 
nro indicated in yards to tho point where 
tho lino of sight plorce* the water. An 
adjustment corrects for height of tide. 

"It is only nocessury, then, to point our 
tclescopo nt tho water lino of tho ship 
and read directly azimuth and distance. 
Theso aro rapidly transmitted by tclophono 
to tho guns and plotted on a piece of draw¬ 
ing paper. Threo of theso observations, 
20 seconds apart, aro plotted, and tho gun 
has to bo fired 80 seconds after tho last 
observation is tnkou or at tho ond of two 
minutes total time. We lmvo tho locution 
of tho target nt three different times. It 
Is now necessary to coinputo where it will 
bo nt tho ond of tho 80 seconds. 

"A vessel running 12 knots an hour 
will pas* over 1,200 feet In ono minuto or 
1,000 feet in 80 seconds, so that If wo flnnl 
at tho point where she was at tho last ob¬ 
servation wo might miss her 1,000 feet or 
some frnctl&i of that, depending on her 
direction of sailing with reference to us. 

If we fired pfflnt blank—1. o., aiming right 
ut her, we would miss as much as she 
would puss over in tho time of flight of 
tho projectile. This for a 10,000 yard 
rango might bs 20 second*. 

"Wo have now tho position of the target 
at a given future Instant, but It is referred 
to tho position of ths rango tower. Wo 
must now correct • our data to refer to tho 
gun’s position. Then wo aro ready to 
mnko corrections for drift duo to rifling, 
effect of wind, condition of atmosphere 
and abnormal powder and projectile. Tho 
gun is laid with the resulting data by 
means of degrees and minute* marked on 
the traverse circle of the gun platform and 
elevation arc on tho side of the carriage, 
and wo are ready to fire. It Is necessary to 
allow time—called ‘time of flight’-—for 
tho projoctilo to reach tho target at tho 
end of the 80 seconds, so tho guns must be 
fired that long ahead of time.

PARE’S CONFESSION ! 

A QUARREL OVER THE SPOILS.

Police MagteUftto Daly attended at the 
gaol on Thursday morning e^rly, and re¬ 
manded tho whole oNtlie prisoner* - -apn*- 
cerned in tho Dominion Bank robbery for 
eight days. 

More light is required in and about 
jail," said Sheriff Hawley. Lost night t) 
Sheriff sent a letter to Dr. Chamberlaj 
Inspector of Prisons, Toronto, asking 
that two eloctric lights be placed before th 
jail and four within, lpuo lighting eacl 
corridor. At present it il a* dark as Fgypt 
round about the jail, andk man might raise 
a ladder up against the oast wall un¬ 
observed. v 

In tho opiniou of the guard the only wa: 
in which a prisoner could be got out would 
be by an outaide party climbing up the out¬ 
side wall, and creeping along the bisecting 
wall and feoling his way Into tho corridor*. 
Then it would bo necessary to tile a couple 
of bars and let the prisoner out. Once free 
from the jail, it would be easy for the 
escaped to catchy train going up the steep 
grade a mile east of the town, " but that 
won’t be dono," significantly said the guard, 
aB great precautions aro taken by the 
guards during the night. 

Dr. Chamberlain, inspector of Prisons, 
has declined to act on the appeal of Sheriff 
Hawley, that the province provide electric 
lights inside and around Napanee Jail, as a 
precaution against an attempt to rescue 
Pare. It is the County Council’* business 
to light tho place, and Dr. Chamberlain 
has repeatedly advised the council on this 
point. 

Except for the lighting, the jail is a 
strong one, and if a proper guard is kept, 
their need be no fear of escape.

When Pare was placed under arrest, he 
consulted his attorney, and After some con 
sideration, ffnfling himself in the toils, 
made a clean breast of the whole affair. 
His story reads rather like a novel than 
like a chapter m the criminal annals of our 
own country. According to his story, up¬ 
on which the authorities will rely to fill in 
the Ifriks which were wanting in the chain 
of evidonce at the former trial, tbejdot to 
rob tho bank was made long before he came 
upon the scene, llis statements with re 
gard to tho preliminary steps in tho con 
spiracy to commit the robbery are, of 
course, hearsay and are founded upon in 
formation which, he sayj. lie received from 
his Confederates, As originally concocted 
the plot was participated in by quite a 
number qiuI the scheme was of an entirely 
different nature to 'that which was ulti¬ 
mately carried out. The card .parties in 
the bank were a part of the scheme in order 
to divert suspicion and jkfford an oppor¬ 
tunity of accomplishing their design. 
Borne time passed and no favourable bppor- 
tunity wa i afforded, or those engaged in 
the conspiracy became frightehed and the 
members dwindled down. Up to this 
period Paro wa* not implicated in the 
scheme: Acccording to his story he first 
became interested owing to the receipt by 
him of a letter from Mackie. He had an 
interview with him pnd agreed to under¬ 
take the job. He, however, refused to pro 
ceed any farther with tbe scheme which 
they had then in contemplation, and from 
this time was the leading spirit in the 
direction of affairs, Ue decided that the 
party must be reduced in number, and that 
the method to be adopted must be that 
whi'jh w*s subsequently tried with success. 
Tim 1 ft Mackie, Holden, himself and 
ponton m the game. 

FONTON SjUU'UEi* TUB COMBINATION. 

They obtained the combiuation of the 
vault from Ponton, who kept them posted 
as to the contents of the safe. For a sum 
her of uights thoy obtained access to the 
bank by means of keys, aud Pare, who is 
an expert manipulator of safe combi 
nations, worked on the inner combination. 
Everything was got in readiness so that 
they could at any timo when they desired 
enter, the safe, and a favourable upportun 
ity was waited. While Pare and Holden 
were working inside it was Mackie’s duty 
to remain outside and warn them if danger 
should arise. This warning was given liy 
means of a ball of twine, which they carried 
ina;de the building with them, Mackie 
retaining one end in his band, and pulling 
it as a signal. Pare and Holden kept out 
of the way during the daytime and’kre the 
two tramps who were camped jinat outside 
the town and towards whom suspicion was 
directed at the time. They waited patient 
ly for the signal Ponton was to gr e them 
from tbe railway bridge when a large aura 
was in tiie vault. On one occasion the sig 
□al was given, but when Pare ascertained 
all the circumstances whiob existed on 
that particular night, and which at first 
sight would appear particularly favourable 
for the purpose of robbery, he decided that 
suspioion must inevitably fall upon Pontoo 
if the job was done that night, and, there* 
fore, he insisted upon waiting for a more 
favourable opportunity. Oh the night 
when the robbery was actually committed 
Pare and Holden entered tbe bank, leaving 
Mackie outside on guard. Just about tbe 
time they were through with their work 
Mackie gave tbe danger signal by pulling 
on the string, and Jit the same time they 
pulled the signal tv him that they were 
through and coming out. Thie broke the 
string aud accounts for the ball of twine 
being left in the bank where it was found 
the next morning. The) camo out and the 
three of them climbed the back way into 
Ponton’s room, whioh they entered through 
the window, after climbing over the roof.

The arfes} of Ponton on Saturday start! 
ed the people of Napanee from their usual 
quietude. While the opinion had been 
eince Friday gaining ground that the 
emissaries of the law were weaving a net 
about Ponton, following the original, theory 
of the detectives, yet the culmination of 
the weaving in the arrest jarred upon the 
.nerves of the people who h^d been so 
enthusiastic when Ponton was acquitted 
last year. That Ponton is still popular 
there is no gainsaying, yet the sentiment of 
the town is in favor of a thorough investi 
gation, let the result be what it will. 

Both Mr. Porter and Mr. G. Wilson 
were much excited over the refusal of tbe 
authorities to let them have an interview 
with the prisoners Pouton and Jackie on 
Monday. Both telegraphed to the Attorney 
General at Toronto complaining of this, 
and asking permission to have interviews. 
The reply came along some time in the 
afternoon, as follows : “Sheriff will be in 
structed to allow^you to see Ponton as early 
as Wednesday, in good time at any rate 
before bearing. *t(Sgd.) J. R. Cartwright.” 

Tbe prisoners in the jail at present are : 
W. II. Ponton, Ed. Pare and Robert 
Mackie None of them wear prison garb, 
and all have their food sent in to them. 
All have money, and especially Pare, who 
haf a large amount in the keeping of the 
jailer. At 7 a. in. the cells are opened and 
the pritoners let out. The day hours are 
spent in reading and walking up and down 
tne corridors^ though no oornmunioation 
among tberp is allowed. 

Robert Mackie is weakening fast, and a 
confession may be expected at any time 
from him. It has leaked out that about 
JO unsigned Dominion Bank bills were 
found at his house in Belleville. This has 
to night been corroborated by the local 
police. Mackie feels bis position keenly, 
and presents a striking oontrast to the 
placid demeanor of Ponton. 

A piece of evidence that is supposed to 
work against the prisoner is that while he 
was losing heavily at tbe faces, yet he 
bought a piano, and v/a* placing large sums 
in the bank, llis father and brother have 
retained Lawyer Wilson, of Napanee, as 
the prisoner's counsel 
It is said a futile attempt was made by 
parties from Belleville to break into the 
bauk two months before the actual robbery. 
The detectives c’aim that the statement of 
Lyons indicates a vital point in. their 
theory. When tbe trial comes on this point 
will be giv£n prominence. 

A practical joke that may have far- 
reaching consequences was played at King¬ 
ston on Sunday niftlit, when a rpan named 
Chambers, passing himself off as Detective 
Dougherty arrested pr. Colton, proprietor 
of the Campbell House, Napaneo. Some of 
Ihe papers gave ourrency to his arrest as 
connected with the bank robbery, but this 
is rediculous. 

Montreal, Julv 18. — (Special.) — The 
Napanee bank robbery is still much talked 
of here. Mr. G. S. Dougherty, Assistant 
Superintendent of the Pinkerton Detective 
Agency in New York, and the man who has 
worked on this most sensational of bank 
robberies from tbe very beginning, and 
brought Ponton to bay twice, arrived in 
town to day. One thing Mr. Dougherty 
stated, although he was not prepared at 
the moment to go into details, was very 
important. It was to the effect that the 
officers on tbe case bad found out beyond 
a doubt that if the arrest of Pare, Holden 
and the rest had not been made at onoe, 
another bank would have suffered in a 
similar manner. Tbe plans were all made, 
and it was only beoanse one of the oon- 
epirators was afraid that it been poet- 
poned for i week or eo. Mr. Dougherty 
in a way hae tbe greatest admiration for 
fire, who, be says, is about as ingenious 
and skilful 9 man of Jus olass as ever ex. , 
tsted. The greatest troubles io ibis case 
was that he was a man of most regular 
habits, • who never spent hie money in 
riotous living or in gambling. Hs resem¬ 
bles very muob another noted robber, whom 
Dougherty knew, and who was called 
" Worcester Sam " (Sam Paris). That 
man robbed nearly all his life and lived on 
a farm. Hie accomplices did not even 
kntw who be really was, and hie own son- 
in-law, who was a deputy marshal, did uot 
know his record as a criminal till shortly 
before tbe man died. 

Belleville, July 18.—(Special.)—Every¬ 
body here has lost eight of the war, and 
talk only “bank robbery.” Tbe arreet of 
Pooton, tbe alleged confession of Pare and 
all the other incidente are oantingali kinds 
of wild rumors. It ii known for oertain 
that Belleville men are being shadowed, as 
a detective who is known lay behind a fenoe c 
last night listening to the talk of a couple ^ 
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balltte’e that

himself of all oomplioity.

It was at this time 
the Napanee bank wasteland up.*’ 

The Daily Ontario of July 16th, says : - 
The Napanee bank robbery is a close rival 
to the war as a topic of discussion on our 
streets, sinoe tho arrest of Robert Maokie 
hae again added local oolor to the affair. 
It now appears that the deteoiives have 
been shadowing Maokie for months past. 
tie hae been playing the races and had jnst 
returned from Fort Erie from playing the 
races there. It i« stated that he was 
shadowed there and wle 1 he started for 
home the deteotives came with him. They 
were so close to him that they told here be 
was troubled with bronchus and it affect 
ed him considerably while coming home on 
the train. One of tho detectives wke told 
that Maokie was a clever man and they 
oould depend that if be knew anything 
about tho affair he would not talk about it. 
The detective replied with a smile: 
••Mackie will cave iu this time; he is in 
auofc a tight place that he will have to 
break down . 11 It is conjectured that the 
deteotives watched him closely at the rae*s, 
as, ifnewaB in possession of any of the 
stolen money, ho could not have a better 
place to put it in circulation than around a 
race course, whero so much money changes 
hands and among peoplo who do not look 
at the signature of a bill but the denomi¬ 
nation of it. However the detectives are 
not saying much about tho reasons for the 
arrest. U was gleaned from many sources 
that Mackie has been lately putting away 
lots of money in the bank, even while 
losing heavily at the races at Fort Erie. 
He had just returned from tho races, when 
he was arrested in Belleville, haying been 
iu Napanoe the day before. An important 
discovery was that three coins of a collec¬ 
tion that Bank Mauagor E. H. Baines had 
specially marked were found upou him, 
besides about {Mu or $.',0. These odd coins 
are considered of great interest by all on 
the scent. Tho fact of their having been 
found is told in a stage whisper with many 
a “Don't say I told you." Mackie is said 
to have been seen with Holden frequently 
last summer. That is where he comes iuto 
the story. 

The deteotives engaged on the caso arc : 
George Dougherty, Assistant (Superinten¬ 
dent Pinkerton Doteotive Agency, New 
York ; David Thornhill, Superintendent of 
the same agency, Boston, Mass. ; George 
Wilkes, a Pinkerton man from New York ; 
J. T. O’Dowd, Inspector of Police, Man¬ 
chester, N.II ; W. J. Ilealy, Chief of 
Police, Manchester, N li. ; Mrs. Mary 
Healy, same place, and the local force. 
Provided the present prisoners are tho cul 
prits tho bulk of tho rewards offered by the 
bank will go to Manchester and Montreal. 

Pure's story or the dividing of the spoils 
has been again confirmed by the discovery 
in Mackie's house in Belleville lust night of 
a number of unsigned ten dollar bills. 

Tramps in large numbers aro known to 
be m the vicioity of Napanee. The County 
Treasurer's cow has been milked by them, 
while private berry patches have been 
stripped by tho prowlers. These facts 
have alarmed the prison officials In the 
minds of many it is thought not unlikely 
tlfat an attempt will be made to rescue 
Mackie, though no one suspects that Pare 
would run away even if the very prison 
walls fell down. 

Evidence in the Holden extraditio n p ro- 
ceedings was taken yesterday ii^dMPRon, 
Mass. County Constable bills positively 
identified Holden as one of the tramps he 
arrested on Aug.’lH, 1S'.'7, on ^charge of 
vagrancy in Napanee, and '.vhWkas given 
two hours to get out. 

Mr. Baines identified the money, coins 
and hills on exhibit in the case.
